lowing a few rules concerning 
the placing of foods in the food 


Certain compart- 
ments, because of their position in 
regard to the icec hamber. are colder 
than others. In those compartments 
the foods most susceptible to bacteria 
growth should be kept. : 
The type of ice box has a great 
deal to do with determining the plac- 
ing of foods. Air, after striking the 
cold ice cake, falls te the bottom of 
the box and, as is becomes warm 
from contact with the fods, gradu- 
ally circulates through the box until 


it again comes in contact with the}. 


ice. If your refrigerator is so con- 
structed that the ice chamber occu- 
pies the entire top section of the 
box, the coldest place is on the first 
shelf directly under the ice cake. The 
air, dropping down from the ice, goes 
to the bottom of the box through 
the central part of the cham- 
bers and returns upward along the 
sides. Thus, the coldest part of each 
shelf is the center and the warmest 
place at the sides. 

In the type of refricerator known 
as a “side-icer” the coldest shelf is 
that directly under the ice and the 
warmest shelf at the side of the ice 
chambet.

Barrier of Mist 
Years ago, when I was a boy. 
I read a book by Poe which told

which they could not see. 
made a profound impression on 
my mind as a youngster, and for 
a moment as we looked north- 
ward.toward this shining veil 
which always receded and which 
we must penetrate memory of it 
flashed through my mind. it was 
a strange world we were enter- 
ing, cola and baffling, und what 
an allventure it would be to fly 
1800 miles through it! 

We drove north along the 
coast of Spitzbergen to Anister- 
dam island, where we were to 
head toward the Pole. I thought 
of what was ahead, the difficulties 
of finding our way in space where 
there are no guide posts, where 
the compass fluctuated wildly, 
where we would be dependent 
upon knowledge we had mu- 
lated of navigation in the Arctic 
during the preceding year.\ 

Would it be sufficient? Would 
charts I bad and knowledge ! 
had gained of variations be 
enough to pilot us from land to 
that indeterminate point—the 
Pole—end back again’ 

1 thought of this many fimes 
as we hummed north with mo- 
tors working faultiessiy. I got 
bearings on known points of 
land, checked up the compass we 
carried—a big compass which 1 
nad placed in a position where 
it was affected little by the metal 
of the plane. I checked up bear-

ings by the sun compass and 


prepared to start off ¢o the north. 


Steering Errors 

I had picked up a line from a 
mountain peak on Hoe! Peninsula 
to the northernmost tip of Amsier- 
dam Island ag giving us a course 
true north, and when we got 
that Bennett sWung the plane and 
.we began our flight into the un- 
known, I kdew the variation of 
the magnetic compass and found 
that it checked with the sun 
compess. That was good. By 
means of the sus compass I was 
able to check the course exactly. 
so that by a wave of the hand 
to right or left after sighting 
through the trapdoor at the top 
of the fuselage I was able to 
keep Bennett on the straight 
course I had outlined on the map. 

Strangely enough. Barnet had

over, and I had to keep after him 
constantly for some minutes. 
After that he kept the course 
splendidly. When I took . the 


whee] I steered to the left that. 


amount Bennett had gone to the 
right. I had a perfect view of 
Hoel Mountain for more than fifty 


‘miles and so had plenty of time 


to check all the instruments and 
make sure we were started fair 
and true for the Pole. 

We had gone only a short dis- 
stance when we reached the edge 
of the ice pack. It was a rather 


clearly defined edge, fot there 


was little drifting ice, and it was 
with a queer sensation that ! 


realized that at last we were over 


the famous ice sheet upon which 
so many famous men had strug. 
sled and fought their way nortb- 
ward without success, until Peary 
made his epic trip. 4 
What a lonesome and uninvit- 
ing expanse it was! I thought 
of all the tragedy which was 
written on those shifting ice 
floes-—of men and ships which 
had disappeared below them, 
leaving no trace behind, of brave 
and fearless souls who had dared 
the north vainly, often to perish. 
And here we were in a huge con- 
trivance of man's ingenuity, driv- 
en by three powerful motors, 
humming over the pack at ninety 


miles an hour, safely and in com- 


parative comfort, with the mid- 
night sun overhead guiding us 
northward, alwayg northward. 

I did not know whith most to 
admire, the brave men who had 
toiled on foot or the genius of 
man which had made this flight 
possible. 


In Close Quarters 


All this time I was busier than 


a bird dog. |! was working in a 
small compartment filled with 
tanks holding one hundred gal- 
lons each, with a small aisie be- 
tween them, through which, in 
my fur suit, | could just squeeze. 
Back along the sides were loose 
five-galion cans of gaso'ine. Over 
the forward tank on the left, or 
port, side, was the radio--ending 
apparatus. Back of the righ 
hand tank wes a trapdoor in the 
floor for the drifi

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indicator. Directly behind was a 
small shelf for my maps and sun 
cefipass, with a smaller shelf on 
the other side to which i could 
transfer the sun compass if nec- 
essary, so that the sun shining 
through small windows in the 
tuselage would hit it. ¥ 
There was another sun com- 
pass fastened on top of the 
fuselage just back of the trap- 


door in the top, I could see this 


by standing on a box and some 
times I had to go forward and 
check up the direction of the 
plane. It was in doing so that 


the blast from the wind froze my) 


nose and cheeks; only by vigor- 
ous rubbing did I restore circu- 
lation. 

Below the sun compass aft and 
directly under the trapdoor was 
the ship’s big compass. Fortu- 
nately there were no bumps over 
the polar sea on the day we flew, 
so the plane maintained a fairly 
even altitude, avoiding those 
jerks which throw a compass off. 
I believe thé polar sea is seldom 
bumpy, except ip a storm. Over 
the chart shelf were chro- 
nometers. I had been studying 
for weecs to be sure that 1 had 
exact Greenwich Time. 


Careful of Drifting 


We knew our greatest dunger 
Was getting off the course and 
thar we must fly a straight course 
if wa were to reach the Pole. It 
is very easy to deviate from the 
course a little, one side or the 
other, but the tendency is to 
eventually even up if navigation 
is correct. 

| was watching the drift indi- 
cator and sun compass at inter 
vals of not more than three 


‘minutes, hopping from one to the 


other, and 1 found by calculating 
the speed and drift that we were 
able to navigate by dead ;eckon- 
ing (as it is called at sea) with 
an accuracy that far exceeded 
my expectations. 

By making sights on the sun 
with my sextant and getting 
lines of position at intervals i 
learned that this method checked 
pretty well with dead reckoning. 
This was interesting to me for 
havine done ‘a good deal of navi- 
gation ‘oth by s% „ud afr, it 
seemed apparent chat dead reck.- 
oning in the air under the favor- 
able conditions we encountered 


were more reliable than on a 
ship when it encounters ocean 
currents. For on a ship there is 
no way of seeing bottom as 1 
could see ice or of checking 
speed currents as I could check 
wind drift by sighting down at 
the ice. is corresponcence 
between dead reckoning and 
sights with the sextant was very 
encouraging. 
Asleep at the Stick 

During these long periods of 
navigation, when I was jumping 
from one ment to another 
and making my calculations from 
sextant sight by means. of the 
rapid method had learned and 
applied on other flights, I hed lit- 
tle opportunity to think of any- 
thing else. The mind became a 
machine which registered, cal- 
eulated and deducted with pre- 
cision. Every moment of time 
was occupied. There was no 
leisure to think of what we were 
passing over or the hazards 
which might lie before us. But 
after a time it became necessary 
for Bennett to pour gasoline from 
the cans into the big tanks and 
thereafter every now and then 1 
relieved him at the controls, 

It was a welcome change, 30 
much so that when the flight war 
half over 1 relaxed with such un- 
conscious relief that I dozed off. 
Only the increased speed of the 
motors as the plane nosed down- 


ward woke me from a hypnotic - 


trance caused by« the constant 
beat, and I started up to find the 
plane diving toward the ice. Dur- 
ing these intervals of piloting |! 
kept the course by holding the 
sun compass—that invaluable lit 
tle instrument—in one hand and 
piloting the plane with the other. 

There came a time when 1 


ro one who had time to ob. 


knew we were holding our course 


with accuracy. I could then turn 
my attention to the ice below us 
and gase down upon it with the 
mingled sensations of flyer and 
explorer. The many stretches of 
snow-covéred ice looked fairly 
smooth and even, so it seemed 
that there must be landing places 
within view all the time. But ! 
knew that ice is deceptive from 


above, and what seomed smooth 


was possibly rough and hum- 
meer ed surface, for this diffused 


throw shadows. 


light of the midnight sun does not 


serve ft all, 100,000 square miles 
of ice spread out before us dur- 
ing the flight, and toward the end 
we saw 10,000 square miles never 


‘before viewed by man. Peary’s 


vision was relatively limited, and 


from the air we saw distances 
which he in his lonely, unceasing 
toil could never have seen. 


At the North Pole 
It was with strangely mingled 


feelings that we looked upon. 


these last miles toward the Pole. 
When we were about twenty min- 
utes away I wrote this note to 
Bennett: “We ought to le there 
pretty soon.” Bennett nodded 
back and smiled, for the roar of 
the motors made it impossible for 
us to talk. Then I made my last 
sights and knew we were at the 
Pole at last. 

The North Pole! <A whirring, 
roaring bluebird out of the South 
carrying two bits of humapity 
bundled in parkas beyond all rec- 
ognition came swooping through 
the air with the ease of a gull 
and soared over this problemati- 
cal, mathematical point which 
had been the goal of men for 80 
many generations. 
it did not leok different from 
other miles of ice over which 
we had just passed. There was 
the same stretch of brilliant 
white marked by ridges, hum- 
mocks and a few leads recent- 

ly frozen, showing green 
against white. “This was the 
‘desolate top of the earth and 
we were over it. | shook hands” 
with Bennett, who smiled and 
nodded satisfaction, then made 
my way aft and saluted the gal- 
lant Peary. 

From pressure *ridges I knew 
that the ice there was in constant 
motion. The ice was composed 
of large cakes. of fields whose 
edges, except at the leads jam- 
med up against each other and 
were pressed so tightly by 
wind and ocean currents that ice.

Studebaker Drivers Beat

SAN FRANCISCO, June 19. (Ex- 
clusive)—-Two Salt Lake City busi- 
ness men, A. B. Jenkins and Ray 
Peck, driving the entire distance 
with stops only for gas and oil, have 
smashed all existing records for an 
automobile run from New York to 
San Francisco. They drove a Stude- 
baker big six “Sheriff. 

They made the trip in 86h. 20m. 
total elapsed time. The distance cov- 
ered was 3471 miles. 

This beat the fastest train time by 
six hours and twenty-five minutes. 
The epoch-making ocean-to-ocean 
trip was made against difficult ob- 
stacles and was full of thrilis for the 
drivers. 

At all times, consideration was 
given to rights of motorists and in 
passing through cities speed — 
tions were carefully observed. igh 
speed was made through the night 
on deserted country roadways. Leav- 
ing New York June 14 at 2:07 a.m. 
‘Eastern daylight savings time, Jen- 
kins and Peck battled fog, rains and 
| storms that in some places amounted 
ulmost to cloudbursts, discouraging, 
time-wasting detours and literally a 
sea of mud through some States. 


MISS FERRY 
At the start, delay in receiving the 
stamped Western Union departure 
‘slip caused them to miss a ferry to 
Jersey City and they had to wait for 
another. At 2:11 a.m. the car pulled 
out of -Weehauken, where L. B. Mil- 
ler of San Francisco started the run 
which until now has held the record. 
Milk trains blocked ve railway 
in New Jersey, delaying Jen- 
kins and Peck for twenty precious 
minutes, and near McConnelsburg. 
Pa, the road was filled with blasted 
rock from a stone quarry. The driv- 
ers ran into blinding rains on the 
steep mountain grades in Pennsyl- 
vania, 
Roadways were flooded and a double 
windshield wiper failed to keep vision 
clear. Of the approximately 650 miles 
from Greensburg. Pa., to South Bend, 
Ind., the next control, 375 miles were 
driven in the heaviest rains in the 
history of the Weather Bureau for 
this season of the year. * 


AHEAD OF SCHEDULE

Driving conditions improved in Wy- 
oming, but the “Sheriff” was an hour 
behind schedule when it left Rock 
Springs at 10:46 a.m. June 16. At

HERE are few gardeners who are not,

The Dahlia is somewhat more tricky and 
temperamental a flower than the Gladiolus 
and less absolutely “fool-proof.” The grow- 
ing of them is highly inviting not only be- 
cause it is most joyfully rewarding in result, 
but because it implies some skill on the part 
of the grower. There is nothing occult 
about Dahlia-growing, nor especially difficult, 
even if one grows from seed, but they do 


require some intelligence.

As to the care of Dahlfas: In planting.

pots which are already established and can 
be set out conveniently. With care and judi- 
cious watering they grow as if they had 
been sown in their present homes, and the 
expense is not great. 

Among the plants which may be had now 
are young China asters in great variety, 
zinnias, verbenas, snapdragons, pentstemons, 
foxgloves, Canterbury bells, larkspurs, lobe- 
lias, marigolds, petunias, salvias, stocks or 
gillifiowers. Hydrangeas in pots may be had 
to set out now, also tuberous begonias, and 
there are many others. - 

Iris Dalmatica may be planted now for 
autumn blooming, and it comes in lovely 
colors. The huge-leaved Caladium (Ele- 
phant’s Ears) may still be planted a most 
tropical-looking piant, somewhat elephantine 
in size as well as in name. Dahlias may 
still be planted, also gladioli. Chrysanthe- 
mums may be set out now and they come 
in beautiful variety and very lovely colors. 

Now is a good time to establish a cactus 
garden. Small potted plants obtained from 
nurseries are likely to thrive better than 
those taken up in the desert. 

This is the time of year when folk who 
have established in a perennial border the 
very lovely Calochortus, are likely to do it 
injury by too much water. It is a desert 
plant and thrives best under desert condi- 
tions. 

The most successful of amateur gardeners 
manage the watering of the flower garden 
very much as the watering of the orchard 
is managed. Between the rows of plants arc 
narrow furrows, and once a week the water 
ia run in until the grourd is thoroughly 
soaked; then the trench is filled in. 

Dahlias, after they begin to bloom. need 
water only once or twice a week and then 
thoroughly. 

One comes across.many clever methods of 
watering. One admirable gardener has her 
ice-box so arranged that the drainage from 
it runs into her. bed of fuchsias.

are not produced in commercial quantities 
in any other part of the United States. In 
fact, no Uma of similar type appears to be 
grown elsewhere in the world, excepting 
upon the island of Madagascar, off the coast 
of Africa. Limas are produced there in an 
annual production amounting to from one- 
fourth to one third of the quantity normally 
England regularly 
uses the greater portion of the limas which 
are exported from Madagascar, and the rest 
is mostly divided among France, Belgium 
and the United States. 


NOT LIKE MADAGASCAR’S 


Because they are in a relatively 
cool, moist climate, ifornia limas must 
practically always be cut or pulled while 
there still remains quite a percentage of 
pods, that are green and contain green, im- 
mature beans. In fact, when the harvesting 
begins, there are usually many tiny pods and 
even blossoms upon the vines, but the grow- 
ers fear to wait too long lest rains may come 
and spoil their crops by mildew or mould. 
As result of this necessary method of har- 
vesting, California limas nearly always con. 
tain a considerable percentage of beans 
which cure and harden, but which are green 
tinted. These green-tinted limas retain much 
of the flavor and succulence of a green lima, 
and because of this are a better foud and 
more tempting to delicate palates than a 
mess of limas which contain none but fully 
matured beans. 

Evidently the climatic conditions under 
which limas are grown in Madagascar are 
comparable with those districts farthest in- 
land in California, with the result that Mad- 
agascar limas which come to this country 
are all large, white, fully matured beans, no 
green-tinted ones being found among them. 
Consequently, they do not ordinarily cook as 
readily as California limas, have a stronger 
flavor and are inclined to be somewhat dry 
and mealy. Madagascar limas develop a web-

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ETTING the price for any commodity is 
S a task that always involves two per- 

sons, the man who has something to 
sell and the purchaser. The seller wishes to 
obtain the highest possible price and the 
purchaser wishes to buy as cheaply as he 
can. When costs of production increase or 
prices decrease, leaving only small margins 
of profit, some kind of readjustment is nec- 
essary. This may be brought about by bet- 
ter market organizations, improvement of 
quality, or reduction in cost of production. 

The cost of producing commodities in dif- 
ferent sections of the country varies consid- 
erably, due to many reasons, Some of these 
variations may be brought about by custom 
—that is, certain customs may have become 
so well established in a community that it 
is difficult to introduce new systems calcu- 
lated to reduce costs. 

The system of a in bags is a 
harvest custom of the ific Coast, al- 
though it is recognised as being more costly 
than bulk handling. Any change m come 
gradually in order that harvesting han- 
died while it is being made. The flat type 
sack warehouses will necessarily have to be 
remodled or disbanded and bulk grain equip- 
ment and tanks installed. The manner in 
getting grain from the field to the shipping 
point must also go through slight changes. 
Just enough extra effort is involved to make 
growers hesitate about the “bother.” 


The cost in this conversion need not be 
expensive, providing the equipment neces- 
gary be thoroughly studied before remodel- 
ing is started. The cost of converting a bag- 
ging combiine harvester into a bulker need 
not exceed $100 if wagons or trucks are 
available for grain transportation. This, of 
course, does not include farm storage or ele- 
vating equipment. If a grain tank is to be 
constructed on a combine there are several 
locations where it might be placed, the cost 
of course varying according to the size and 
type. If the tank is placed directly over the 
top of the machine and carried on the frame 
members, extra carriage wheels are not nec-

essary and cost may be considerably below 
that of a side tank. In event the harvester 
is used on side hills and a side trailer is 
used, it can be constructed of a one-wheel 
type for about $150. The wagon trailer is 
probably the most common and is far the 
cheapest since it is found on most ranches as 
reguiar farm equipment. A wagon trailer 
can be installed by placing a hitch across 
the front of the harvester and making other 
necessary alterations which need not cost 
to exceed $50. Ai 

The type of equipment to be used for ele- 
vating and storing grain depends to a certain 
extent upon the locality and on whether 
grain is to be stored for any length of time. 
Some ranchers have followed a practice of 
using a place on hard, dry ground for short 
time storage. This has worked out very 
well in a few cases, but may be disastrous if 
the grain is very weedy or if the ground is 
not thoroughly dry. Old granaries have in a 
few cases been remodeled and used for farm 
storage purposes. . In order to get the grain 
in and out of the storages a site should be 
selected so that a gravity system or a small 
elevator can be used. Portable grain bins 
of steel or wood may be used in fields dis- 
tantly situated from the general farm stor- 
age, or when sufficient transportation equip 
ment is not available. This will reduce the 
harvest cost and give the rancher a longer 


= period of labor after the harvest proper has 


been completed. 
THE COST QUESTION 

The cost of harvesting grain in bulk will 
vary, depending on the type and size ma- 
chine used, size of fields, condition of the 
ground and transportation facilities. On 
most machines two men are displaced when 
bulking, the sack sewer and jigger. 

According to a survey conducted during 
the harvest of 1925, the labor charge per 
acre on machines bulking varied from forty 
to sixty cents, while on the machines bag 
ging this charge varied from $1.15 to $2.71. 
The man-hour charge on these

The largest total production of California 
limas was in 1918, when nearly 2,000,000 
bags were grown, and the smallest in 1924, 
when the total amounted to only about 475,- 
000 bags. However, the 1918 crop was grown 
under the urge and high prices of war time | 
and with more than normal rainfall upon 
some 140,000 acres of land and the 1924 crop 
upon not over 70,000 acres with a season of 
subnormal rainfall. The resulting light pro- 
duction in the latter year led to a very high 
price per pound, the near crop failure mak, 
ing an extremely light supply. 

The acreage planted to lima beans in 
Southern California has been rapidly re- 
duced by the planting of citrus, walnut and 
apricot orchards, the development of city 
subdivisions and small acre farms, and the 
constantly increasing acreage planted to 
green vegetables; so that it is doubtful 
whether much if any more than 80,000 acres 
now remain available for limas. Of this 
total, a little more than 30,000 acres will be 
under irrigation and somewhat less than 
50,000 acres nonirrigated. Ventura county 
produced nearly five-sevenths of the 1925 
crop of regular limas, but ordinarily produc- 
es about five-ninths of the total annual ton- 
nage, with Orange, Santa Barbara, San Dt- 
ego and Los Angeles counties following in 
the order named. Most growers plant their 
lima bean fields during May with a machine 
similar to a corn planter, in rows about thir- 
ty inches apart. Cultivation begins as soon 
as the plants are a few inches high and is 
continued at short intervals until the plants 
begin to set blossoms in the crown and send 
out runners. In favorable seasons, these 
runners make a mat of vines that interlace 
and completely cover the ground between 
the rows. 

There is some variation in irrigation prac- 
tice, but the majority of growers who irri- 
gate their lima bean fields after planting 
apply the water before the plants begin to 
bloom because water applied in the midst of 
a profuse bloom will often prove such a 
shock as to cause that bloom to drop and 
the setting of pods to depend upon later 
blossoms. 

At the beginning of the harvest, the grow- 
ers go into their fields with heavy sleds upon 


bottom of which are fastened long

Mr. Donahae raises White Leghorns of the 
best strains obtainable. His buildings are 
modern. His mash hoppers and water equip 
ment are arranged so that the birds can feed 


or and drink from the inside or outside. The 


roosts are built crosswise instead of length- 
wise, as he believes this makes it easier for 
the birds to find their roosts after, feeding 
late. Ventilating doors opposite the roosts 
are open all day and the ventilation under 
the roosts has been studied and perfected. 
The dropping boards are cleaned daily. The 
house arrangement permits the gathering of 
the eggs from the outside so the laying hens 
are not disturbed. The houses are sprayed 
twice a month; he never waits for lice and 
mites to appear. His feed and store room 
is mouse-proof, which he believes has saved 
him many a dollar. He has built up the larg- 
est poultry establishment in Santa M 
Valley, and has a flock of over 6000 hens. 
Mr. Donahae has improvised an instrument 
he uses for administering nicotine oe 
in capsules when his birds are troubled wi 
worms. It consists of a slightly curved hard 
rubber tube five inches long, with one end 
large enough to contain a No. 2 capsule. At 
the other end is a hard rubber button to 
which is attached a fine wire ejector. This 
forces the capsule down the chicken's throat. 
He regards this inst ent a valuable labor 
saver. 


COTTON CROP ADVANCED 


CORCORAN.—Weather conditions have 
been exceptionally favorable to the cotton 
growers of this district.

When 
bags are handled by hand there is a cost of 
from one to two cents for removing them 
from the field and of about one cent each 
time one is lifted. Besides the extra cost in 
handling grain in bags, the item of leakage 
should not be overlooked. With the type of 
bag used for handling wheat there is always 
a creeping of grain through the seam 80 
that each additional time the bag is handled 
the loss increases. Just what this loss 
amounts to is, of course, difficult to determ- 


ine. 

» It is commonly thought that little, if any, 
grain is bulked on the Pacific Coast. During 
the 1924-25 season only 2 1-2 per cent of the 
grain exported from Portland and Astoria 
was shipped in sacks. About five per cent 
of the bags received during this harvest 
were listed as bad orders. A bad order sack 
is either resacked or penalized. The loss at 
one port for these items during 1924-25 
amounted to approximately $30,000. Re- 
gardiless of where this loss occurs, it reflects :

roduced an average of 334.48 pounds of 

ter fat, and returned to their youthful 
owners a total net profit of $436.09. This is 
a set proftt of $109 for each member. The 
heifers were purchased for $150, and ap 
Praised at $300 each as three-year olds, a 
conservative valuation for animals of such 
quality. Lena Dell Anna, one of the mem- 
bers, purchased a seven-month-old pure 
bred Holstein-Friesian heifer from the Cali 
fornia Junior Republic herd at Chino, on 
July 7, 1923. This animal, registered under 
the name of Holly Republic Ida Snowflake, 
cost her owner besides the initial purchase 
price $226.42 to raise, and $138.60 to carry 
through the first lactation period. She 
dropped a calf valued at $50 on April 1, 
1225, and produced in ten months 10,108 
pounds of milk and 362.2 pounds of butter- 
fat valued at $404.32, leaving her owner a 
net profit of $149.30. 


Ferdinand Kiefhaber purchased his pure 
bred Guernsey heifer, Pergue’s Beda Cot- 
tie, from W. S. Dupee, Riverside, June 30, 
1923, at the age of 13 months.

Cuts of Meat 


LEMON COVE.—The little co-operative 
Lemon Cove Cold Storage Association has 
discovered a new outlet for some of its 
meat which has been difficult to dispose of 
heretofore. In filling orders, the organiza- 
tion has usually found itself with a good 


many fore. rters of beef for which there 
was little gemand. 
Grant wards, well known for his skill 


at the barbecue pit, has barbecued many of 
these quarters and has found a ready sale 
for them. One Los Angeles firm recently 
asked for 200 pounds a day, which was more 
than the plant could supply, but it is 
thought likely that arrangem will be 
made this summer to meet this demand. 


Shipments of dressed spring lambs from 
the Pacific Coast to the Atlantic Seaboard 
up to June 1 amounted to ninety-two decks 
or 59,019 head, according to figures recently 
submitted to W. W. Woford, local represen- 
tative of the Bureau of Agriculture Eco- 
nomics, United States Department of Agri- 
culture The peak period for these dressed 
lamb shipments occurred during the week 
ending May 8 when 12,430 head were 
shipped east, there being 7230 head shipped 
from Los Angeles. 4550 head from San 
Francisco and 660 head from Sacramento. 
During March, April and May a total of 
1473 decks or a total of 206,000 head of live 
spring lambs went east from California.

ALIPATRIA.—The barley threshing sea- 
C son in Imperial Valley's North End,” 
which started the last of April, ie ex- 
pected to be finished before the first of July. 
Over 10,900 acres were planted to barley last 
fall in this section, but about 50,000 sheep 
and over 10,000 head of beef cattle, besides 
the regular number of dairy cows, and oth- 
er stock, were pastured during the winter 
on the green barley fields and a large part 
of the acreage was not allowed to mature for 
grain. 

Since the beginning of the harvesting sea- 
son many carloads of barley have been 
shipped to Los Angeles and other Coast mar- 
kets. About 15,000 sacks are stored in the 
local warehouse of the Imperial Grain Grow- 
ers’ Exchange. The Bafour-Guthrie Com- 
pany is also storing several thousand sacks 
in its Calipatria warehouse. This company 
had about 1000 acres in barley which it har- 
vested for grain. It keeps 350 brood sows 
and raises about 5000 pigs each year, these 


being fed on barley until they are ready to 


be sent to the fattening pens on the Coast. 
Nearly 10,000 feeder lambs fattened on this 
company’s ranches the past season were fed 
ground barley as part of their fattening ra- 
tion. The Vail Company with large hold- 
ings near here, fed several thousand sacks 
of barley to feeder lambs and pigs, of which 
it raises about 4000 each year.

Au the barley that was cut for hay — 
. of tons of alfalfa were cut 
baled during the months of March, April and 
May. On account of the abundance of feed 
and hay on the Coast this sedson, the prices 
offered for baled hay in this section have 


been the lowest for years and thousands of 


tons are piled up on the ranches to await 
more favorable marketing conditions. 


Several hay-baling outfits have been busy 
for past three months baling the large ton- 
nage produced. The season is expected to 
close for the summer early in July. Most 
of the alfalfa growers discontinue irrigating 
their alfalfa at that time to avoid having 
their hay fields become foul with water-grass 
and weeds. Farmer Brothers have had three 
baling outfits operating in the Calipatria 
District for several weeks and have baled 
over 2000 tons of barley and alfalfa hay 
since the season opened. T. H. Thompson 
has had two baling outfits operating during 
the season. One consists of a- combination 
tractor-baler. The front wheels were re- 
moved from the baler and the frame was 
joined to the tractor with heavy I-beams, 
making a four-wheeled unit. A four-cylinder 
motor in the tractor furnishes power to op- 
erate tractor and baler. Over forty bales 
per hour are frequently turned out by this 
combination outfit. 

Of the acreage planted to barley in the 
Calipatria district this season only a few 
hundred acres were cut for hay. Nearly 
25,000 acres of alfalfa are now thriving in 
this section and most of this has been cut 
from once to four times for hay this season. 


The Vail Company, which has several 
hundred acres in alfalfa, has baled most of 
its hay and hauled about 1500 tons to its 
sheep feeding and fattening pens. This com- 
pany grinds the alfalfa hay and mixes it with 
ground barley, cotton seed oil cake and crude 
molasses, making what is declared to be a 

nutritious and fattening feed. 


BIG PRODUCE SHIPMENTS 


Large quantities of produce consisting 
principally of peppers, tomatoes, summer 
squash, cucumbers, cantaloupes, beets, car- 
rots and turnips, were shipped by express 
freight and truck from this city during 
April and May, going to both Coast and east- 
ern markets. 


Miller and Kocher and Pete Baretta have 
made large shipments of peppers to the 
Coast since early in May. The first named 
firms put thirty acres In peppers and twen- 
ty-five acres to cantaloupes. Mr. Kocher is 
also individually interested in thirty acres 
cantaloupes from which melons have been 
shipped. The Robert E Leahy Company 
Inc., for which Mr. Kocher is superintendent, 
and which has about 200 acres of 
late cantaloupes near Calipatria, started 
shipping in car lots from its earliest plant- 
ings the last of May. Up to the time ship- 
ping was well under way in the Calipatria 
district Mr. Kocher said he had not found 
any evidence of the mildew which has af- 
fected other areas in the company’s fields. 

Wilkinson Brothers, in conjunction with 
the San Diego Fruit & Produce Company, of 


San Diego, planted over 150 acres of toma- 


toes this season. They started picking in 
April and expect the season to last into July. 
Their earliest shipments went to Los An- 
geles and other Coast markets by express. 
Since early in May they have been shipping 
in carload lots to several of the large east- 
ern cities. Several other growers with 
smaller acreages have been shipping through 


Wilkinson Brothers. 


The acreage planted to early fruits, vege- 
tabies and melons in the Calipatria district 
is gradually increasing and buyers from the 
large Coast and eastern markets are coming 
here in increasing numbers for. these prod- 
ucts. 


POTATOES YIELD WELL 


EARLIMART.—Jack Lucas of this district 
is shipping potatoes, the yield being heavy 


and the tubers large and smooth. A tract’ 


of twenty-five acres yielded four carloads 
of 980 lugs each. Sacks were used in later 
shipments. Now Lucas has 100 acres of on- 
ions which will be harvested as soon as the 
potatoes are out of the way. He also has 
100 acres to rapidly maturing melons.

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Aviation Invoked in Ahad on Mildew. 
Lieut. H. over cantaloupe fields of Imperial Valley. 


Dust ‘Cants’ for Mildew 
by Airplane 


EL CENTRO.—A flying machine skim- 
ming over the cantaloupe fields like a bird 
with a dense cloud of dust in its wake, was 


the novel sight witnessed in Imperial Val- 
ley recently. It marked the inauguration 
of a vigorous attack on mildew blight. The 
plane was piloted by Lieut. H. R. Harris 
and was equipped with a dusting apparatus 
designed to spread evenly over the field a 
commercial sulphur compound which it is 
hoped will in future years stay the rav- 
ages of the trouble. Sweeping in graceful 
curves from ten to twenty above the ground 
the plane left a trail of dust that spread 
out in all directions and settled on the 
vines, covering them with a fine yellow 
coating. 

Heretofore spraying or dusting for vari- 
ous cantaloupe and other pestg and dis- 
eases in the valley has been done by hand 
or by horse-operated contrivances. These 
methods are quite effective as far as do 
ing the work intended is concerned, but 
are slow, forty acres being considered a 
good day’s work where a team is employed. 
But by airplane 200 to 1000 acres can be 
covered in an hour, depending on the quan- 
tity of dust carried. 

This method of combatting plant pests is 
quite expensive, costing $2300 per flying 
hour. It was made possible by a number 
of large growers agreeing to meet the ex- 
penses incurred by a dugting corporation. 
The contract called for seventeen flying 
hours. Other growers were signing for the 
service when dusting was temporarily 
stopped by an accident to the plane. In 
landing in a field near El Centro both wings 
of the machine were damaged. With Lieut. 
Harris at the time was Ed Hall of the Ala- 
mo Packing Company, but neither .of the 
men was injured. The plane was out of 
commission for several days, but was re- 
paired and dusting operations were re- 
sumed. ~ 

Growers say that there was a noticeable 
improvement in the condition of the vines 
where thorough dusting was done. 

D. G. Milgraith, plant pathologist of the 


State Department of Agriculture, recently 


came to the valley, and Perry A. Miller a 
member of the Texas Agricultural College, 
will be sent here to study the situation. It 
is understood that Mr. Miller will remain 
here for a year. 


Difficulties Do Not 
Daunt Him 


WESTMORLAND.— Charles I. Barth says 
there is an opportunity for the homesteader 
to make a success if he works hard and 
does not allow himself to be discouraged 
over difficulties. Mr. Barth speaks from ex- 
perience. 

A year ago this May he took up a desert 
claim of 335 acres fifteen miles north of 
Westmorland. He lived on the ranch and 
helped with the work and at the same time 
held a position with a Westmorland busi- 
ness firm. Already another tract of 160 
acres has been put under cultivation and 
twenty-five tons of hay have been harvested 
from it by Mr. Barth. 


When he took possession of his claim he 
built a seven-room house equipped with 
modern conveniences for himeelf and his 
family. Land levelling began and by No- 
vember of last year he had seventy acres 
seeded to barley. However, as nobody had 
farmed this far out, some of the conditions 
were new and unexpected. A flood came 
from the hills and the lowlands poured the 
water down through San Felipe wash which 
disgorged it over the country, flooding it for 
miles around. For a week the Barths were 
marooned and a row boat had to be used to 
get in and out of the house. Still worse, 
the barley crop was a total loss. 

There were no other settlers nearby to 
help bear the expense of diking, but it had 
to be done. In sixty days two men with 
teams raised a levee from six to eight feet 
high and more than half a mile long. The 
trench made by the removal of the dirt is 
twelve feet from the levee to prevent cav- 
ing. The levee guards three washes, and 


not only protects Mr. Barth’s land, but 
two sections adjoining him. 

He expects to have a crop of corn from 
200 acres this season. Next year he hopes | 
to have his entire acreage levelled and 
ready for planting. 

Mr. Barth came here from San Fernando 
Valley, attracted by land values in this 
part of Imperial county. He says he in- 
tends to stay.

Bulb Growing Seems to 
Be Successful 


SAN DIEGO.—Many flower lovers visited 
the Rancho Santa Fe north of here in May 
to see the gladiolus tracts in bloom. 

Several plantings are devoted to experimen- 
tal plantings here, being under the direction 
of Dr. A. R. Sprague, former farm adviser of 
Orange county and president of the Bulb 
Growers’ Association of Southern California. 

“There was some doubt about the advisa- 
bility of planting bulbs so far from the sea,” 
said Dr. Sprague, “but results appear to in- 
dicate that they can be grown here very 
successfully. We have eight acres set to 
giladioli, one to dahlias and two to narcisel. 
All are doing well. I. have new ones devel- 
oping.” 

Bulb growing on the Rancho has not been 
conducted for profit so far, but solely to test 
out the land for bulb culture. Dr. Sprague 
says that the experiments are very satisfac- 
tory and that there is no question but that 
suitable soil and climate are present this 
far inland at least. 


Tries Potatoes on Old iim 


Alfalfa Ground 


McFARLAND.—After trying fortunes in 
various parts of the State, James T. Barnett 
and his wife returned to McFarland dis- 
trict last year—they say “to stay.” Eleven 
years ago the Barnetts bought 160 acres of 
land here and conducted a dairy on it for 
four years. They did well, but they were 


curious about other places and forms of ag- 


riculture, so they rented the dairy and fared 
forth. Their last stop was at Porterville 
where they grew oranges for several years. 

The continual changing of tenants and 
the gradual disappearance of their original 
dairy equipment decided thenf to return and 
look after the local ranch themselves. It is 
a place worth personal attention, two miles 
west of the State highway and a mile north 
of the Pond road. The area is fertile, with 
no alkali. 

Mr. Barnett is planting 100 acres to cot- 


ton, fifteen acres to melons, reseeding some 


of his alfalfa acreage and putting in eight 
acres to potatoes. He has had this latter 
crop in mind for some time, as experts have 
told him that his soil seems well adapted to 
tuber production. The ground he has se 
jected for potatoes has been in alfalfa for 
sixteen years and has never been reseeded. 
He bought his seed, Early White Rose from 
a Porterville grower, after inspecting the 
field where it was being produced. 

Mr. Barnett believes that potatoes will 


make him a good crop. They will be off the . 


ground by July and if he can produce a car- 
load the buyers will come to the ranch for 
them. Potatoes have not been grown to 
any considerable extent in the district here- 
tofore, and other ranchers are almost as 
much interested in the results of his plant- 
ing as he is, himself. 

Mr. Barnett did well with his cotton last 
season. He says that he will not plant as 
large an acreage to cotton again, however. 
He has interplanted fifteen acres of cotton 
with watermelons this year, ten acres of 
Klondike and five of Angelano melons. As 
the melons are picked when the cotton is 
only knee-high; it does not interfere serious- 
y with the latter crop. He is planting 
sweet corn between the bills of melons also. 
At Porterville, he says, this was tried out 
and worked very well. 

The Barnett ranch is supplied with water 
from three wells. Two of them are 185 
feet deep and the third, 365 feet. Three res- 
ervoirs on the place provide water storage 
room. While he has a tractor he keeps four 
horses on the place and believes that for 
some work they are a more economical 
source of power. 


— 


Too much water is as bad as too little in 
the fields. Plants are like people they 
need a drink occasionally, but they can be 
drowned. 
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threshing. This may be delayed three or 
four weeks if there is a large percentage of 
green pods upon the vines when cut or if the 
weather should prove rainy or foggy part of 
the time. 

As soon as the vines and pods are dried 
out, threshing machines similar to grain 
threshers are hauled into the fields. The 
vines are then loaded into wagons equipped 
with big boxes, and threshing proceeds in 
the regular manner. 


Probably the most serious pest with which 


Uma bean growers have to deal is the wire 
worm, which starts in as soon as the seed is 
planted and keeps working upon the vines 
throughout the greater part of the growing 
season. Some experimenting is now being 
done by way of treating the soil with chemi- 
cals in the hope of finding an effective rem- 
edy at a reasonable cost. 

Cutworms occasionally take a toll when 
the plants are small, but much more damage 
is done while the beans are green in the 
pods ®y the corn ear worm and the pod 
borer. No practicable method of successful- 
ly combatting either of these pests has yet 
been determined. 

Rarely is a field of lima beans attacked by 
red spider, and, fortunately, anthracnose and 
other forms of blight have not as yet ap- 
_ in the bean fields of Southern Califor- 
n | 

During the early years that marked the be- 
ginnings of the development of the lima- 
bean industry, sales and shipments to east- 
ern markets were practically all handled by 
the late A. Levy, a merchant, banker and 
broker whose place of business was then 
at Hueneme. As the tonnage rapidly in- 
creased other brokers and shippers came in- 
to the field, and for a number of years the 
J. K. Armsby Company of San Francisco was 
a large factor in the handling’ of limas. 

Several different attempts were made by 
the growers to form a selling organization, 
and about twenty years ago an organization 
was formed under the name of the Lima 
Bean Growers’ Association, which continued 
to function more or less actively for a num- 
ber of years. ‘That association, however, 
did not at any time have a majority cf the 
bean growers within its membership, 
and its influence and tonnage gradually 
waned until it practically ceased to func- 
tion about 1914. 

In the spring of 1916, the California Lima 
Bean Growers’ Association was organized 
as a noncapital, nonprofit co-operative, with 
local association groups, composed of lima 
bean growers in different districts, federated 
into a central selling association or agency, 
the directors of which are the representa- 
tives elected from each local. This is al- 
most identical with the system used by the 
citrus and walnut growers, but is quite differ- 
ent from the plan followed by most of the 
dried fruit associations in which the grow- 
ers hold their memberships directly with the 
central association, there being no locals.

show that for several years past its mem- 
bers have been receiving as their net sea- 
son's payment from the association between 
55 per cent and 56 per cent of the average 
price paid by consumers for limas that sea- 
son, or, in other words, the growers have. 
been getting more than 55 per cent of the 
consumer's dollar. This is a much larger 
share than is usually received by the produc 
ers of farm and food products. 
In 1918, the California Lima Bean Grow- 
erg’ Association formed locals among the 
growers of “Baby Limas” (Henderson Bush 
Beans) in San Fernando Valley, and in 1919, 
carried on a special advertising campaign 
to widen and increase the market for these 
beans through the regular retail channels, of 
distribution. This variety of lima has met 
with favor, particularly in southern markets. 
Unlike the regular lima, it can be grown suc- 
cessfully in the warm interior districts pro- 
viding the irrigating water supply is ample, 
and as bush beans are usually considered 
more suitable for growing between the rows 
of trees in young orchards, the annual total 
tonnage of baby limas has been tending to 
increase while the acreage and tonnage of 
regular limas have been decreasing. 

A survey of conditions and prospects 
would seem to indicate that there is chance 
for decided expansion, with resulting proba- 
ble overproduction, of baby limas during the 
coming year, while a continuing decrease in 
acreage and tonnage of regular limas seems 
likely. The probable yield of limas, it is be- 
lieved, will be no more than sufficient to 
care for the consumer demand for this vari 
ety, and prospects are for prices that will 
show a reasonable profit to the producers. 

Present indications are for a good acreage 
yield of all varieties of beans in California 
this season.

Foreign Objects in the Ear 
Tf the foreign substance ts in the ear, the 
problem is much more complicated. 
Sometimes bugs or insects get in. How- 
ever, the ear wax is Nature's protection 
against this. It has been noted by natural- 
ists that insects do not like the odor or pres- 
ence of ear wax. Consequently, they sel- 
dom get into the body through this opening. 
If the object is small and will not spread 
with the addition of water, the simplest and 
most effective way to get it out is through 
the ear syringe mentioned above. 
If it be a bean or a pea, it is best not to 
syringe the ear as the water will cause it to 
swell and make the job of extraction much 


more difficult. 


If syringiag is impractical, a good way is 
to use a camel's hair brush or a small stick 
tapered down but not pointed. Dip the cam- 
el’s hair-brush or stick in some stout glue. 
Touch this to the foreign object in the ear. 
Allow it to gradually harden. Then gently 


draw it out. 
Hiccoughs 
Hiccoughs in children, as well as in adults, 
are invariably the effect of overeating. The 
simplest remedy, of course, is self-apparent.

Birth Control 


The various merits and criticisms of birth 
control have been discussed again and again. 
Whether such practices are ethical or un- 
ethical, moral or immoral, virtuous or nom 
virtuous, is entirely beside the question. 


We are not so much confronted with the- more 


ory as with facts. Physicians and physl- 
ologists know that the question of birth 
control is a vital one in every family. Irre- 


~~ spective of ethics, the question of health on 


this subject is one that is of the utmost im- 
portance. 


There is scarcely a married woman who is 
unaware of the various aspects of this prob- 
lem, physiological or technical. Unkortu- 
nately, in this realm as in others, far too 
much mis-information has been spread. 


Physiologically speaking, the price woman 
pays for the government and control of 
motherhood is one far too great. There is 
no such thing as harmless birth control on 
the part of the woman. That should be defi- 
nitely understood by every mother. 

If birth control must be practiced, it 
should be exclusively on the part of the 
man. At least, he does not pay the price in 
the form of tumors, cancers, inflammations 
and various other diseases,

Warmth to the hands, feet and abdomen 
are the best external remedies. Do not give 
a colocy baby medicine, whether it be pep- 
permint, sodamint, or herb teas. 5 

In the adult, warm water absorbs gases. 
Give the same to baby. 

Lay him across the knee, abdomen down. 
Keep him warm. Wash the bowels. . 

These measures will usually suffice for 
the attack of colic. 

Nosebleed 

If a child has a nasal hemorrhage, do not 
become hysterical and immediately call the 
doctor. In most cases, after the loss of an 
ounce or two of blood (which he can stand 
with practically no impairment to his 


health) the nosebleed stops spontaneously, . 


If the occurrence takes place three or four 
times a day, the child should be kept in bed, 
as quiet as is consistently possible, on a diet 
of fruit only. If bleeding continues quite 
extensively and shows no sign of letting up, 
positive measures should be taken. 

At first try cold applications or place a 
wet ice pack over the nose, leaving the nos- 
trils free. The internal contraction that oc. 
curs is usually sufficient to stop the nose- 
bleed. With it, one might also apply cold 
applications to the back of the neck. 

If these measures are insufficient, close 
the nostrils for a moment or two until there 
has been sufficient back-flow of blood. | 

Often one can succeed in stopping a nose- 
bleed by stuffing soft tissue paper or clean 
absorbent cotton under the upper lip, press- 
ing it against the back part of the nose. 

It none of these measures sicceeds, pack 
the nose with clean sterile gauze. This is 
usually the most effective method of all. 

Splinters 

Every mother is the family surgeon when 
it comes to splinters. The little ones are 
constantly getting them into feet or hands. 

To extract a splinter it is always best to 
have a pair of small sharp-pointed forceps 
or tweezers on hand. . 

If a splinter is imbedded deep in the flesh, 
a small incision directly over it should be 
made by means of a small pair of scissors.

Carrot Walnut Loaf 


Ong cupful finely grated raw carrots, one 


tablespoonful of chopped onion, three tea- 
spoonfuls of finely grated cheese, two table- 
spoonfuls of butter, melted, half a cupful 
walnuts, chopped, one egg well beaten, one 
cupful of dry whole wheat bread crumbs. 
Mix in the order given. Form into a loaf. 
Bake ia an oiled pan forty-five minutes. 
Serve with the uncooked tomato sauce or 
with mayonnaise dressing. 
Mayonnaise Dressing 


One egg, one-quarter tablespoonful honey, 
lemon juice, vegetable or olive oil. 

Separate egg. Drop yolk into a bowl. Add 
honey and mix. Add half a teaspoonful of 
lemon juice, then about one-half teaspoonful 
of ofl, and gradually more oil until an emul 
sion is formed. Then add more lemon juice 
and more oil alternating until both are used 
up. Lastly add the beaten white of the egg. 

Note that salt, pepper, mustard and pap- 
rika have been omitted from the above re 


cipes,

One large onion, three whole fresh toma- 
toes, one head celery, outside leaves of let- 
tuce, one potato cut in cubes, one pint of 
shell beans or any green beans, one Italian 
squash peeled and cut in cubes. 

Start this by mincing the onion and 
lightly browning it in the soup pot with 
three tablespoonfuls of olive oil. Add toma- 
toes and let simmer a few minutes. Add a 
quart of boiling water. Then celery 
chopped fine—leaves, stalks and all, lettuce 
shredded, beans shelled or, if green beans, 
cut up in small pieces. Lastly when the 
other vegetables are about cooked put in 
potato and Italian squash as they will cook 
in less than twenty minutes. Season to 
taste. 

When ready to serve a teaspoonful of 
grated Parmesan cheese added to each plate 
is a finishihg touch.
